Two blocks of tehement houses 
were mainly affected by the ex- 
plosion, the Clarence Terrace, 
which stands on the same ground 
‘level as the gasometer . and only 
130 feet away, und Darley  Ter- 
race, situnted off High Street, and 
above Clarence Street, directly 
facing the gasometer. : 

The first intimation of fire, as 
iwiven hy the residents of the two 
iterraces, was that of a terrifie ex- 
plosion which shook the buildings 
te their foundations. 

A: sheet ‘of flame extending some 
§0 yards. then fellowed ‘almost 
simultaneously, setting on fire the 
flat af the entrance of Darlev 
Terrace. 

Several steel plate were ripped 
fram the side of the gas-contain- 
cr, which immediately sank to the 
ground with a heavy thud, tearing 
further plates a8 it crashed past 
the lattice pillars. 

Panle and disorder followed as 
the two buildings, filled with gaa 
fumes, burst into flames, The 
occupants of the buflding rushed 
intn the street, but those in the 


upper floors were in danger of be- 


ing trapped by the flames. Many 
climbed to the roof and escaped 
ever the tons of the other houses, f 
while others rushed to the veran- 
dah, after peering down from the 
fourth storey, decided to make, 
their eseape by way-of the roof. 

Clothing, which had been hung | 
out to dry on the. verandah, first: 
cought alight, and then the wood-| 
work of the partitioning cubicles 
was soon ablaze, The wooden 
stairway was next to catch alight, 
and {hia cut off all means of es- 
cape by that route. Many were 
stated to have heen asleep at the 
time, and were overcome by the 
fumes before they could get clear 
of the building.

novels, three of two volumes 
each. In 1870: there were four 
books, three of them novels; in 
1879 two three-volume novels, 
two {wo-valume novels and a 
Life of Palmerston, a one-volume 
novel, two two-volume novels and 
a three-volume nove] — the 
equivalent in length of nine 
modern novels, 

“Sentt, heavily involved by the 
hankruptey of his publishers, 
wrote in thirteen months “Ivan- 
hoe,” “The Monastery,” “The 
Abbot” and “Kenilwortin.” 
“Woodstock” took Jess than 
three months. - : 

Balzac, Hkewise spurred oi vy 
financial troubles, was even 
quicker. He completed six hooks, 
each of 100,000 words, in three 
months. 

Fast And Slow. 

Edgar Wallace stands alone 
for rapid output. He wrote one 
70,000-word novel in three days. 

But. the dictaphone, a secre- 
tary, and a typist were all 
brought into use. So easily could |* 
he reel off-hig matter that he was 
generally ahead of them., 

The other extreme is Conrad. 
He signed a contract for “The 
Rescue” on March 4. 1893. He 


finished it in 1914. It was pub- 
lished in 1920.

Literary Slimming Out 


Of Fashion 
Stout Votumes Released 
By Publishers 
RETURN OF THE RUSSIAN NOVEL 


i (By Howard Spring.) 


The novelists continue to give ug 
detail piled on detail. Literary 
slimming ia out of fashion; in 
fiction, a4 in chorus girls, we are 
returning te an Edwardian ampli- 
tude. 


Two publishers reeently decid- 
ed that unusually fat books need 
not demand unusually fat prices. 
There has been a tendency of date 
for a book stouter than the normal 
1o be priced at anything between 
eight shillings and half o guinea. 
But "And Quiet Flows the Don,” 
Mikhail Sholokhov (Putnam, 755 
pages),‘ and “Child ‘of Norman's 
End," by ‘Ernest Raymond | (Cas- 
sell, 521 puges) cost the same as 

"Parable for Lovers,” by Lewis 
Gibbs (Dent, 246 pages). They are 
7s. Gd. each. 


Just before the war there was a 
great run on the Russians. Chiefly 
through the energy of Mr. Aylmer 
Maude and M. Garnett, we all’ had 
fecess to Tolstoy and Turgeniev, 
Tehekov and Destolevaky; and our 
growing devotion toa dark and 
brooding world of insomnia, debi- 
lity, frustration and hallucination 
led the Jate Arnold Bennet. I re- 
member, to utter a word of warn- 
ing. He pointed out the profound 
cleavage between the ‘British and 
the Russian attitude to life, 
questioned whether téo much 
steeping in that emotfonal Turkish 
bath (though he did not use those 
bien waa good for us. 

I do ‘not see much evidence that 
those old Russians are read much 
by young people now; and, for my- 
self, I have often wondered what 
the new Russfa’ hag bred to re- 
place them. ‘ You can’t complain 
that our reading is over-Russian- 
ised now. So far as. fiction ; goes]: 
little has been done -to -en!ighten 
ua concerning the present state of 
things under the Soviets. 

Therefore. I welcome the tran- 
lation of Mr; Sholokhow’s book 
“And Quiet Flows the Don." .We 
learn one startling. thing (right 
away, and that js thet- in /Russia 
to-day the taste for fiction—nf the}; 
night sort—fs alert enough to’ en: 
sure a book a sdle of a' million ‘ed- 
pies, I do not: know whether that 
ig unprecedented; certainly Jt. fa 
sensational. ‘But‘there’ it fs: 
have'the publishers’ word. that. 
millon: copfes' of this book ha 
been sold. in Russia sfiee”1929. 


T can understand thet, happen 
fn Rupsia; but it would be surprise 


and, 


narrative relentlessly flowing like 
the Don itself, 
Peace And War,” 
The book is divided into four 
parts: Peace, War, Reyolution, 
Civil War. It opens with a detail- 


sed description of life in a Cossack 


community. There are scenes of 
great beauty, and scenes of bestiay 
lity and horror. The outstanding 
matter of this part Js the lawless 
love of young Gregor the Cossack

Dozens of characters come and 
WO; we srefven the gross and re- 
volting dedcriptions of death and 
mutilation to which so many war 
beoks have .accustomed us: we 
follow the dissolution of the troops 
and the slow dropping of revolu- 
tionary seed into furrows made 
ripe and ready by alternations . of 
ennul. and’ anguish. And so to the 
erisis, to Kornilov'’s abortive coun- 
ter-move; and finally to the spec- 
tacle of the baffled Cossacks wha 
don't * know ‘where they are, oF 
whom they want to support, in a 
world made difficult for sieaple 
men. ; 

The book is a remarkable 
achievement; but J'’ think one 
would need to be nearer to the 
events depicted to extract full sa- 
tisfaction from the lefsurely treat- 
ment. a:

to the Increased price of gold 
jand its indirect stimulation of 
commerce. - The price of  golr. 
which hag had a decided in- 
fluence in helping Australia to 
put her house in order, plays ns. 
turally a very much zreater pari 
in the’ South African situation. 
In consequence of this reviving 
‘fortune, and believing that the 
future promises stability, the 
Government, after devoting the 
surplus to the redemption of 
loans and the reduction of cer- 
tain minor deficits, proposes to 
give some degree of relief to 
payers of income: tax, to reduce 
or ‘abolish certain dutfes, to 
cheapen the cost of telegrams, 
and introduce penny postage {m- 
mediately. These are. policies,

It is now a generally ‘accepted 
fact that in the next war aviation 
will play a major role. This ob- 
vious truth brings with it not only 
a completely new technique in 
military tactics, but also a new 
ratio of values in peace-time diplo- 
macy. Britain who riled the 
waves Was a power. to. contend 
with, an authority whose dictates 
could be enforced if need be. 

To-day “Mistress of the Seas” is 
little more than a grand, hollow 
title; what counts now is to rule 
the air. : 

In our humble position as ‘fifth 
in military air-power, how can we 
{promise und keep our promises. 
how threaten and hack up our 
threats? From the polite snubs 
we are beginning to reeefve from 
the Powers ubove us it would seem 
that one day we may find the 
politeness gone-—then what? We 
shall probably find it too Iate to 
recapture the position of authority 
we are now throwing away.

Reprisals In Kind = 

We have only one way of de- 
fence—reprisals in kind. In the 
new technique required in aerial 
tactics the best way to defend is: 
to altack. We must be equipped 
with numerous squadrons of large, 
high-speed, long-range bombing 
machines. These must be flown 
by pilots experienced in . long- 
distance, all-weather flying, as. 
they may have to fly “blind” to 
their objective and back. 

This means of retaliation has 
three major gdvantages: first, it 
will save our machines from be- 
ing blown to pieces in their han- 
gars; secondly, it may mean the 
enemy will have to call: off fighter: 
squadrons from other strategic 
points to defend their cities; and, 
thirdly, it will help the morale of 
our people to know for a certainty 
that something is being done and 
that the enemy is suffering equally, 

Our Government has admitted, 
in fact, that this policy of re- 
prisals in kind is the most ad-- 
equate for our defence.
